^^r.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  m^'  third  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  services  and  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  Rawtenstall 
lor  the  year  1947  for  your  information  and  consideration. 

I  do  so  with  mixed  feeling's  for  this  will  be  the  last  full  report 
of  its  kind  to  you  both  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  bv 
me  personally  in  that  on  July  5th,  1948,  the  majoritv  of  the 
services,  now  reported  upon,  will  be  transferred  to  the  Lancashire 
County  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  and  I  will  have  left  vour  service  for  new  duties 
under  the  Act  along  with  other  members  of  the  public  health 
staff. 

Health  Services. 

There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  health  services  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Borough  since  my  previous  Annual  Report  but  the 
demands  made  on  those  services  have  continued  to  increase  in¬ 
dicating  a  growing  public  confidence  in  them  and  a  need  for  their 
expansion. 

In  1947  the  Ambulance  Service  answered  3,124  calls  involving 
a  total  mileage  of  37,531.  This  is  more  than  double  the  number 
of  calls  made  immediately  prior  to  the  recent  war  and  constitutes 
an  increase  of  over  50%  on  last  year’s  demands. 

During  my  term  of  office  the  number  of  attendances  at  the 
Borough  Child  M^elfare  Clinics  have  increased  from  6,823  to 
9,756,  almost  a  50%  increase,  and  the  number  of  children  attend¬ 
ing  from  797  to  931.  The  increased  attendances  at  the  Ante-natal 
Clinics  has  been  even  more  marked,  489  to  1,227,  nearly  a  three¬ 
fold  increase,  necessitating  the  holding  of  additional  clinics.  At 
the  same  time  home  visiting  by  the  Health  Visitors  increased 
from  1,992  to  3,367.  In  consideration  of  these  figures  the  fullest 
appreciation  should  be  given  to  the  three  Health  Visitors  for  their 
magnificent  work  and  continued  efforts  in  the  interests  of  the 
mothers  and  their  children.  I  wish  also  to  express  my  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  County  and  Domiciliarv  midwives  for  their  co-operation 
and  for  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics  in  person  with  their 
patients  particularly  having  regard  to  their  irregular  hours  and 
the  many  other  calls  made  upon  their  time. 
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The  increasini^  number  of  attendances  at  the  various  Clinics 
ac<'entuate  the  smallness  nnd  inadequacy  of  the  accommodation 
available  and  it  is  hopc'd  that  the  buildino'  situation  will  permit 
the  new  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  12  to  ^dve  early  con¬ 
sideration  to  this  pressing-  matter.  Some  progress,  as  you  know, 
has  been  made  in  this  direction  during  the  past  twelve  months  ; 
premises  at  Adelaide  Street,  Crawshawbooth,  have  been  acquired, 
plans  for  their  adaptation  drawn  up  and  the  work  put  in  hand. 
At  the  time  of  writing  the  work  had  been  completed  and  the 
Clinic  opened  to  the  public.  Every  effort  was  made  at  the  same 
time  to  provide  similar  facilities  in  the  Waterfoot  area,  where  there 
is  a  real  need,  but  nothing  could  be  accomplished  owing  to  the  in¬ 
ability  to  find  suitable  premises  and  the  need  for  additional  staff 
to  implement  the  intention, 

I  regret  that  a  considerable  number  of  expectant  mothers 
seeking  accommodation  in  hospital  for  their  confinement  had  to 
be  refused  owing  to  the  extremely  limited  number  of  beds  avail¬ 
able  in  proportion  to  the  demand.  In  consequence  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  exercise  a  strict  priority  system,  abnormal  cases  having 
first  priority,  first  pregnancies  second  priority  and  those  with 
domestic  and  social  diflficulties  third  priority.  Such  a  system  of 
priorities  will  have  to  continue  until  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
is  in  a  position  to  expand  the  available  maternity  accommodation. 
It  should  be  remembered,  of  course,  in  this  connection  that 
demands  for  hospital  confinement  have  increased  in  no  small 
measure  due  to  the  present  overcrowding  and  other  housing 
diflficulties,  the  shortage  of  domestic  assistance  and  the  increase 
in  the  birth  rate — now  showing  signs  of  declining — which  have 
followed  the  war.  Before  proceeding  I  would  like  to  express  mv 
sincere  thanks  to  the  medical  staff  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Man¬ 
chester  and  to  the  Medical  Superintendent  and  Matron  of  the 
Moorland  Maternity  Home  few  their  valuable  help  and  co-operation 
at  all  times  in  this  difficult  matter. 

The  response  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Campaign, 
introduced  ten  years  ago,  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory  and 
its  value  immediately  apparent  from  the  marked  reduction 
recorded  in  the  incidence  of  and  the  deaths  from  this  serious 
disease  both  in  the  Borough  and  in  the  Country  as  a  whole. 
No  confirmed  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  in  Rawtenstall  during 
the  year.  4,887  children  have  been  immunised  since  the  Cam¬ 
paign  started,  862  under  5  years  of  age  on  the  31st  December, 
1947,  2,440  aged  between  5  and  15  years  and  1,548  now  over 
15  years  old.  86.54%  of  the  school  child  population  are  protec* 
ted  and  49.83%  of  the  pre-school  child  population.  In  actual  faci 
the  number  of  protected  pre-school  children  is  higher  than  this 
latter  figure  would  suggest  because  the  denominator  takes  into 
account  all  pre-school  children  including  those  too  voung  for 
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inimiinisation.  Even  so  it  cannot  be  over-emphasised  that  this 
figure  should  be  increased  until  all  children  are  immunised  before 
ihev  reach  their  first  birthdav. 

Immunisation  against  whooping  cough  has  not  yet  been 
generallv  recommended  to  the  public  pending  the  results  of  a 
searching  investigation  into  its  efficacv  now  being  conducted  b^' 
the  Medical  Research  Council.  The  results  of  this  investigation 
are  anxiously  awaited  for  with  the  success  of  the  diphtheria  cam¬ 
paign  whooping  cough  is  now  the  most  serious  infectious  disease 
of  child  life. 

On  5th  July,  1948,  the  following  services  pass  under  the 
administrative  County  : — ambulance,  maternitv  and  child  welfare, 
home  help,  home  nursing  and  health  visiting,  infectious  disease 
administration  and  diphtheria  immunisation. 

V\"ater  Supplies. 

There  are,  as  you  are  awxire,  a  large  number  of  private  water 
supplies  in  the  area,  many  of  which  cause  considerable  anxiety 
particularly  during  the  warmer  months  of  the  vear,  and  require 
constant  supervision.  The  policy  of  discontinuing  these  supplies 
in  favour  of  the  town’s  supplv  whenever  the  various  factors  in¬ 
volved — practicability,  financial,  agreement,  etc. — justify,  has 
been  actively  pursued  and  some  progress  has  been  made.  For 
details  I  would  invite  your  attention  to  the  Chief  Sanitarv  In¬ 
spector’s  report  under  Section  C. 

Housing. 

Housing,  unfortunately,  remains  a  cumulative  problem  and 
looks  as  though  it  will  continue  so  for  some  time.  Very  few  new 
houses  are  being  built  in  proportion  to  the  demand  and  there  are 
difficulties  and  delays  in  the  \vay  of  repairing  existing  ones.  Over¬ 
crowding,  dampness  and  inadequate  water  supply  continue  to  be 
the  chief  faults.  For  details  see  Section  D.  few  people  do  not 
seem  to  have  grasped  the  difficulties  as  is  evidenced  bv  their  belief 
that  all  thev  have  to  do  is  to  get  their  house  condemned  when  a 
new  house  will  be  immediately  provided  for  them.  Unfortunatelv 
this  is  not  possible.  Condemnation  of  a  house  serves  little  pur¬ 
pose  if  no  alternative  accommodation  is  available.  Consequentlv 
when  no  condemnation  is  forthcoming  persons  have  criticised  this 
Department.  Though  this  Department  is  anxious  to  help  in  any 
way  it  can  to  improve  living  conditions  it  is  neither  able  to  pro¬ 
vide  nor  responsible  for  the  provision  of  houses  and  cannot  pretend 
to  condemn  houses  on  the  scale  indicated  under  present  conditions. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  mention  this  subject  but  unfair  pressure  has 
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been  brought  to  bear  not  only  throug'h  the  medium  of  the  Press 
but  also  throug'h  certain  C'ouncillors. 

Infectious  and  Contagious  Diseases. 

1947  saw  the  greatest  outbrealv  of  poliomyelitis  that  this 
Country  has  suffered  and  Rawteiistall  did  not  escape,  though  suf¬ 
fered  less  severely  than  man\^  other  areas.  Three  cases  were 
notified  during  the  year  under  review  and  a  further  case  between 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  time  of  writing.  Of  these  cases,  one 
unfortunately  suddenly  collapsed  and  died  during  convalescence. 
One  has  made  a  complete  recovery,  one  has  made  good  progress 
but  has  been  left  with  some  residual  paralysis  of  one  leg  neces¬ 
sitating*  further  treatment  and  the  fourth  case,  who  was  a  young 
expectant  mother  at  the  time,  has  been  happilv  delivered  of  a 
healthy  child.  Both  are  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Otherwise  there  has  been  no  important  outbreak.  Measles 
once  again  was  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease,  pneumonia 
the  next  and  whooping  cough  the  third  most  prevalent. 

The  Smallpox  Hospital. 

The  dilapidated  condition  of  this  building’  and  its  obvious 
unsuitability  for  the  purpose  intended  was  the  subject  of  one  of 
my  earlier  reports  to  you.  As  a  result  of  that  report  and  the 
findings  of  3mur  representative  sub-committee  that  examined  the 
premises  in  detail  alternative  arrangements  were  successfullv  con¬ 
cluded  with  the  Bury  and  District  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  the 
reception  of  any  case  of  smallpox  arising  in  the  area.  Full  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  future  disposal  of  the  premises  and  contents  was 
left  in  abe\^ance  pending  the  decision  of  the  Ministrv  of  Health. 

Disinfector  and  Disinfection. 

Increasing  knowledge  of  the  mode  of  transmission  of  infec¬ 
tious  and  contagious  diseases  and  their  control  have  shown  that 
too  much  reliance  was  placed  on  disinfection  in  the  past.  In  con¬ 
sequence  the  large  high  pressure  steam  disinfector  located  within 
the  curtilage  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital  is  not  now  being  used  with 
the  frequency  and  enthusiasm  that  it  was  in  the  past.  When  now 
used  the  cost  in  man  hours  and  fuel,  often  to  disinfect  onlv  one 
set  of  bedding,  is  scarcely  an  economical  proposition.  Again, 
the  disinfector  is  so  situated  that  it  is  difficult  of  access  and  when 
the  Smallpox  Hospital  becomes  uninhabited  and  finally  demolished, 
will  become  even  more  isolated.  Though  many  services  will  be 
leaving  your  control  this  service  will  remain.  I  therefore  beg  to 
make  two  suggestions  for  your  consideration,  suggestions  which 
I  had  hoped  to  see  implemented  before  the  termination  of  mv 
office.  First  I  suggest  that  the  disinfector  be  moved  to  a  more 
central  and  accessible  site  as  soon  as  practicable  and  as  soon  aS' 
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a  suitable  site  can  be  found.  Secondly  I  suggest  that  consider¬ 
ation  be  g'iven  to  the  advisability  of  installing  a  simpler  and  more 
economical  disinfector.  Such  a  disinfector,  known  as  Field  Port¬ 
able  Disinfector  No.  3  was  used  with  success  in  the  i\rmy.  It  is, 
by  comparison,  small  and  compact,  requires  little  fuel  and  is  time 
saving.  The  only  disadvantages  that  I  can  see  are  the  danger  of 
lire  if  used  in  an  enclosed  space  by  a  careless  operator  and  the 
short  life  of  the  petrol  jets  ot  the  hydro  burners.  We  have  been 
experimenting  with  such  a  disinfector,  obtained  at  low  cost  from 
the  Ministry  of  Supply,  at  Haslingden  and  are  considering  the 
practicability  of  running  it  on  coal  gas  instead  of  petrol. 


Statistical. 

Bi^th  Rate:  there  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  number 
of  births  from  a  total  of  408  last  year  to  508  this  year.  The  Live 
Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  15.90  to  20.00  whereas  the  Still 
Birth  Rate  has  decreased  from  49.00  to  25.00. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate:  this  has  risen  from  38.00  to  48.00. 
Though  infantile  death  rates  are  not  strictly  comparable  with  those 
for  preceding  years  or  with  similar  districts  this  year’s  figure 
should  be  interpreted  in  conjunction  with  those  of  former  years 
which  though  inevitably  varying  considerably  have  tended  to  be 
higher  and  in  more  remote  years  much  higher.  Even  so  these 
losses  can  and  must  be  reduced.  The  great  reduction  that  we 
have  seen  in  recent. years  has  been  undoubtedly  due  in  the  main  to 
marked  improvements  in  environmental  hygiene,  the  replacement 
of  the  privy  midden  by  the  water  closet  and  the  reduction  of  the 
fly  population.  One  aspect  of  environmental  hygiene  has,  I  ven¬ 
ture  to  suggest,  not  made  the  same  strides  and  is  open  to  con¬ 
siderable  improvement.  I  refer  to  the  environmental  hygiene  within 
the  home.  Despite  propaganda  and  visits  made  by  the  health 
visitors  carelessness  and  ignorance  in  the  home  still  exist.  The 
baby’s  dummy  is  too  frequently  seen  both  in  shop  windows  and 
in  babies’  mouths.  They  should  never  have  been  produced  for 
they  are  a  constant  source  of  infection  to  a  child  at  the  very 
time  that  that  child  is  most  susceptible  to  infection.  Bottle  feeding 
has  increased,  perhajps  with  some  justification  having  regard  for 
present  tenure  of  living  and  the  improvement  in  baby  foods  now 
available.  Bottle  feeding  brings  with  it  another  serious  source  of 
infection.  When  practised,  teats^  bottles  and  measures  should  be 
thoroughly  sterilised  before  each  feed  and  the  greatest  care  taken 
to  avoid  contamination  during  feeding. 

Maternal  Mortality  Rate  :  I  am  glad  to  report  a  real  drop 
in  the  maternal  mortality  rate  this  }'ear  being  3.93  as  compared 
with  7.35  last  year  and  5.95  in  1945.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
puerperal  fever. 
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Crude  Death  Rate  :  the  crude  death  rate  has  risen  slightly 
from  14.20  last  year  to  15.3  this  year,  A  study  of  the  rates  over 
the  past  few  years  show  a  slight  tendency  to  increase.  Once 
again  in  both  sexes  heart  disease  was  the  greatest  single  cause  of 
(lath  among  the  adult  population  accounting  for  130  of  the  total 
deaths. 


I  cannot  conclu(.le  without  once  again  placing  on  record  my 
sincerest  gratitude  to  the  whole  staff  and  to  you  ladies  and 
gentlemen  of  the  Health  Committee  for  the  invaluable  assistance, 
co-operation  and  real  friendship  that  I  enjoyed  while  it  was  my 
good  fortune  to  be  among  \ou.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the 
Heads  of  other  Departments  cmd  their  respective  staffs  for  making 
the  harmonious  relations  that  existed  possible. 


I  leave  Rawtenstall  and  its  people  with  man\-  regrets, 
forget  neither.

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To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting',  with  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary 
Circumstances  of  the  Boroug-h  for  1947  as  contained  in  Sections 
C,  D  and  E. 

Inasmuch  that  I  only  commenced  duties  on  the  1st  June,  1947, 
part  of  the  work  detailed  in  the  report  was  carried  out  during  the 
office  of  my  predecessor,  Mr.  W.  E.  Hoyle,  and  the  ensuing  six 
months  have  served  mainly  as  a  running-in  period,  although  it  has 
been  possible  with  your  encouragement  to  attempt  some  new 
developments. 

Progress  in  many  spheres  of  the  Department’s  activities  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  frustrated  by  the  continued  shortage  of  building 
labour  and  materials.  Considerable  patience  has  often  to  be 
exercised  in  obtaining  the  remedying  of  even  the  most  serious 
housing  or  sanitary  defects.  Present  day  building  difficulties 
together  with  economic  rent  and  repair  problems  are  undoubtedly 
causing  much  personal  hardship  both  to  owner  and  tenant.  Rapid 
deterioration  of  large  numbers  of  the  town’s  older  properties  has 
greatly  increased  the  number  of  potential  slum  areas  and  it  would 
appear  that,  before  the  happy  day  arrives  when  demolition  of  in¬ 
sanitary  houses  can  be  considered,  a  survey  of  the  town  should 
be  undertaken  in  order  that  future  housing  policy  can  be 
formulated. 

Rawtenstall,  in  common  with  most  authorities  beset  with  war¬ 
time  staffing  difficulties,  has  had  little  opportunity  to  secure  essen¬ 
tial  improvements  to  premises  involved  in  food  handling  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  legislation  which  became  operable  prior  to  the  outbreak 
of  war,  and  it  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  to  carry  out  a  detailed 
survey  of  all  food  premises  to  assess  their  standard  of  fitness. 

As  a  result  of  the  recommendations  made  during  the  year 
under  review,  there  should  be  greater  efficiency  of  the  Cleansing- 
Services,  although,  in  this  connection,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult  to  secure  labour  of  a  suitable  type  to  carry  out  the  im¬ 
portant,  but  oiten  despised,  duties  of  dustman. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  record  the  excellent  co-operation  and 
assistance  I  have  received  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
staff  and  colleague  officials.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a) . — For  Infectious  Cases — these  are  convey^ed  in  the  motor 
ambulance  provided  by  the  Burv  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

(b) . — For  Non-Infectious  Cases — two  motor  ambulances  are 
provided  by  the  Corporation  and  are  garaged  and  maintained  at 
the  Transport  Department  (Telephone  :  Rossendale  814).  Control 
is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
Service  is  normally  restricted  to  a  20  mile  radius  of  the  Borough. 
Two  full-time  drivers,  qualified  in  First  Aid,  and  a  part-time 
relief  driver  are  available.  There  is  no  separate  ambulance 
attendant  for  either  ambulance.  Reciprocal  arrangements  are 
made  with  Bacup  and  Haslingden  for  the  use  of  their  ambulances 
in  the  event  of  a  breakdown. 

The  following  charges  are  made  for  the  use  of  the  Cor¬

No  charge  is  made  in  respect  of  the  removal  of  street  acci¬ 
dents  or  of  persons  over  65  years  of  age.  All  charges  are  subject 
to  reduction  or  remission  in  accordance  with  the  circumstances. 

There  has  been  a  steadv  annual  increase  in  the  demands  for 
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this  service.  The  number  of  cases  removed  is  now  more  than 
twice  the  number  removed  just  prior  to  the  war. 

During  the  year  under  review  3,124  patients  were  conveyed 
and  the  ambulances  covered  a  total  mileage  of  37,531. 

HOME  NURSING. 

Nursing  in  the  home  has  continued  to  be  provided  by  the 
Rawtenstall  District  Nursing  Association,  a  voluntary  organisa¬ 
tion  formed  in  1945  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  four  Nursing 
Societies  which  then  existed.  The  Society  is  supported  by  voluntarv 
contributions  and  by  grants.  Five  qualified  nurses  are  employed, 
three  of  whom  are  Certified  Midwives. 

MIDWIVES. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  emplovs  two  full-time  mid¬ 
wives  who  are  resident  within  the  Borough.  The  Rawtenstall 
District  Nursing  Association  employs  three  midwives. 

1  hree  part-time  Home  Helps  have  been  available  to  assist 
with  the  domestic  work  during  the  lying-in  period. 

X-RAY  FACILITIES. 

These  are  available  at  the  Lancashire  Countv  Massage  Centre, 
Haslingden ;  the  Bury  Infirmary  and  neighbouring  hospitals. 
Special  X-ray  facilities  for  Tuberculosis  cases  are  available  at  the 
Lancashire  County  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries  at  Stacksteads  and 
Accrington.

The  supplies  by  the  Irwell  Valley  W^ater  Board  and  the  Bacup 
Corporation  have  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity.  i  he 
unsatisfactory  nature  of  several  of  the  private  supplies  has  again 
been  in  evidence.  The  majority  cf  these  consist  of  supplies  from 
unknown  sources  which,  after"  passing-  under  pasture  land,  feed 
into  stone  or  brick  settling-  and  storag-e  tanks  and  are  thence  piped 
to  the  houses.  18  Bacteriolog-ical  and  4  Chemical  examinations 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  on  these  supplies.  All 
Chemical  results  were  considered  satiisfactory  but  15  of  the  bac¬ 
teriological  samples  were  reported  as  unsatisfactory.  Ihese 
samples  related  to  four  private  supplies.  In  two  instances,  in¬ 
volving  100  houses,  negotiations  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of 
the  year  for  laying  on  the  Irwell  Valley  IVater  Board  supply.  In 
another  case,  affecting  the  largest  private  supply  feeding  over 
500  houses,  topographical  survey  resulted  in  the  elimination  ol 
polluted  sources.  Some  improvement  was  effected  on  the  fourth 
supply  reported  as  unsatisfactory  by  the  cleansing  of  tanks  and 

pipes. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  informal  action  secured  improve¬ 
ments  to  seven  other  private  supplies  by  the  cleansing  and  repair 
of  tanks,  pipes,  drifts,  etc. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.

One  man  is  emplo}’ed  on  rodent  control  work  and  the  tech¬ 
nique  advised  bv  the  Ministry  of  Ag-riculture  and  Fisheries  is 
carried  out  in  all  infestations.

Svstematic  treatment  was  also  carried  out  on  the  nine  miles 
ot  river  banking  abutting  the  River  Irwell  and  its  two  tributaries 
which  course  through  the  Borougli.  2029  baits  w-ere  laid  and 
569  poison  points  revealed  “take.”  By  the  Ministry’s  formula  it 
was  estimated  that  close  on  1300  rats  were  destroyed.  Reduction 
in  numbers  was  certainlv  proved  by  re-treatment  ol  two  very 
heavih'  infested  sections  of  river.  On  the  first  treatment  100  ozs. 
of  poison  bait  were  taken,  vliereas  only  2  ozs.  were  taken  on  the 
follow-up  treatment.  Further  regular  treatments  of  infested 
sections  of  river  should  keep  any  infestation  within  small  limits. 


Public  Cleansing. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

ddie  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  carried  out  by 
four  S.  D.  Freighters.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  new 
freighter  was  delivered  and  this  should  improve  the  efficiency  of 
the  service  bv  allowing  of  greater  flexibility  to  cope  with  varying 
seasonal  refuse  yields,  and  the  operation  of  a  regular  system  of 
vehicle  maintenance.  A  much  needed  and  improved  refuse  col¬ 
lection  frequency  during  winter  months  should  be  possible  in  the 
future,  providing  satisfactory  labour  can  be  obtained. 

The  method  of  emptying  pail  contents  trom  closets  at  out¬ 
lying  cottages  and  farms  wais  greatl)'  improved  during  the  year 
bv  the  hire  of  the  Mechanical  Gully  Emptier  which  was  delivered 
to  the  Highways  Department.

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

I  here  has  been  a  ready  response  to  the  Diptheria  Immunis¬ 
ation  campaign,  especially  among  children  of  school  age.  49.83 
per  cent,  of  pre-school  children  have  now  been  immunised  and 
86.54  per  cent,  of  the  school  children. 

Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid  has  been  the  immunising . agent  of 
choice  except  in  a  few  of  the  older  children  when  Toxoid  Anti¬ 
toxin  Floccules  has  been  used. 

A  course  of  two  injections  with  a  month  between  each  has 
been  given  followed  by  a  “booster”  dose  later.  In  order  to  com¬ 
plete  immunity  by  the  1st  birthday  the  initial  course  should  be 
given  between  the  9th  and  10th  month.  The  first  “booster”  dose 
should  be  given  at  the  age  of  5,  when  entering  school,  and  it 
is  advisable  to  give  a  second  “booster”  betw^een  the  8th  and  10th 
year. 

Material  for  immunising  children  has  been  supplied  free  to 
tnedical  practitioners  in  the  area  on  request.  The  number  of  such 
requests  have  been  extremely  few.

20  children  under  5  years  of  age  attended  the  Artificial  Sun¬ 
light  Clinic  during  the  year.  Sessions  held  have  had  to  be 
changed  to  the  afternoons  out  of  consideration  for  the  electricitv 
load.
